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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first action relating to serial application number 10/577,963 filed 05/03/2006. 
Claims 1-18 are currently pending. 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

2. The examiner has accepted the drawing filed with this application as formal 
drawing. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In claim 2, it is not clear as to what is meant by arranged 
connectionless" because it is not clear as to how the annular element can be arranged 
connectionless to the journal. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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6. Claims 1-2, 4-10, 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by DE (10250843). DE (10250843) disclose a wiper bearing comprising a housing (6) 
provided with an with a tube section forming the housing, an inner tube concentrically 
arranged in relation to the housing ands a journal (1 1 ) on a bearing area of the housing 
for receiving a plate (4); an annular element (12) arranged coaxially on the journal is 
provided outside the journal in the region of the front side of the journal. 

In claim 2, DE (10250843) discloses the claimed invention. 
In claim 4, note the annular element is arranged in front of the journal. 
In claims 5-6 and 14, DE (10250843) discloses the claimed invention. 
In claim 7 and 15, note the journal is arranged off centered from the axial 
extension (see item 3), which is approximately centric. 

In claims 8 and 16, note the journal is fastened to the inner tube. 
In claims 9, see figs. 1a-c). 

In claim 10, note the cross section as claimed in figs. 1c, 1a. 
In claim 1 3, DE (1 0250843) discloses the annular element is arranged in front of 
the journal. 

In claim 17, note the journal has a hollow cross section profile. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 11 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over DE (10250843). DE (10250843) does not disclose as to what the component 
geometry as claimed. The idea of the component geometry can be demolded during its 
manufacturing is a method step that can be carried out during manufacturing. This 
method step is not germane to the issue of patentability of the device itself. Therefore, 
this limitation has not been given any patentable weight. In addition, the phrase "can be" 
is not a positive limitation of the invention. It does not constitute a limitation in any 
patentable sense. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 3 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
